The competition is now in its 61st year, 
making it the oldest one-day knock-out 
cricket competition in the world. 

For most of that time, Lichfield diocese 
has not made a good showing, but in 2009 
were semi-finalists and in 2010 they 
made it to their first final, which they 
won. 


This year, Lichfield have triumphed all 
their group matches, and 54-year-old Mr 
Hart, vicar of St Luke’s Cannock, and Dr 
Gregory shared ina partnership of 200 to 
beat Coventry. 

Lichfield beat Chester in the quarter- 
finals before going on to triumph over 
Salisbury in the semi-final at Reading. 
The Bishop of Shrewsbury, the Rt Rev 
Mark Rylands, was Lichfield’s top scorer 
with 67, and Salisbury were all out for 70. 

Yorkshire-born Mr Hart played 600 
Football League games as a defender for 
Huddersfield Town and then Walsall 
between 1974 and 1990.

Town Pc tackled 
Zeppelin bomb 
to save patients 


saved the lives of scores of patients and nurses in the town’s hospital at The Mount. Pc Joseph Burrell’s 


O N JANUARY 31, 1916, a Walsall policeman tackled an incendiary dropped by a giant German airship and 


sight was irretrievably damaged during his act of gallantry, he had to leave the force eventually, and he 
struggled ever to find work thereafter. 
Thirty-four people were killed that misty night in Tipton, Wednesbury and Walsall after Captain Max Dietrich on Zep- 
pelin L21 decided he must have reached his designated Merseyside target and began dropping his payload of bombs. 
Among the dead were a courting couple on the Wolverhampton Union Canal and the Mayoress of Walsall, May Julia Slater, who was 
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aboard a tram in Bradford Place where the 
Cenotaph now stands. 

The three towns were hit by 35 bombs and 
25 incendiaries, making a total of 4,900lb of 
explosive. Seventy years later the Walsall 
Chronicle quoted a survivor, Mr A K 
Stephens, who was injured. He remembered 
“pandemonium, but no panic. Someone 
shouted, ‘Hey, look he’s been hurt!’ I'd lost a 
lot of blood and could hardly walk and a 
couple of men took me home.” 

The hospital at The Mount could have been 
destroyed. That it was not was thanks to the 
bravery of Constable Burrell. 

His grandson, Alan Hall of Walsall, has an 
account of his deeds that night from The 
Police Review and Parade Gossip, 1929. 

In connection with these hitherto unpub- 
lished accounts, the Police Review had con- 


tacted the now Sergeant Burrell, “who had 
performed an act of great bravery during the 
Zeppelin raid on Walsall in 1916”. 

The writer explained that “up to that time 
no mention had been made of the raid in the 
public Press, and that it was quite by chance 
that we became aware of Sgt Burrell”. 

Extinguish 

With the Great War ended so recently “Sgt 
Burrell was refused permission to give the 
Press any account of the circumstances, 
which prompted the committee of the hospi- 
tal to present him with a silver medal”. 

After retirement, Burrell recounted to the 
Police Review that as he was patrolling his 
beat in the town centre he heard 11 explo- 


sions. After an interval of about a minute 
there were seven more, this time very close to 
Walsall. 

He heard a “peculiar noise in the air’, and 
looked up to see a Zeppelin passing overhead, 
dropping bombs constantly. Two bombs fell 
ona church adjoining the hospital, wrecking 
it, and another fell between the men’s and 
women’s wards. 

Burrell found himself covered with dirt 
and plaster. Fortunately, he had his cape 
folded over his left shoulder and this saved 
him from serious injury “for as he lifted his 
cape he was struck on that side of his neck 
and spun round, his neck being bruised”. 

When he had recovered himself it seemed 
that the hospital was in flames. Burrell ran 
to the entrance and found the nurses excited 
and unable to move. He sought to calm them 
by saying the noise was from “a new engine 
at the gas works” and rushed along through 
the women’s ward, where an incendiary 
bomb was blazing between the wards. 

Being unable to get anything to throw on 
it, the constable seized a piece of wood and 
got down on his hands and knees, the heat 
from the bomb being so fierce. He rolled it 
over and over for five feet or so, and found as 
he rolled it that the contents fell away. He 
then dashed the contents about and was able 
to extinguish the blaze. 

His job done, the officer left the bomb to 
cool and went through the wards soothing 
the patients. 

To mark his gallantry the hospital commit- 
tee sent Burrell a gratuity of a guinea—£1 1s. 
Such was the measure of this most coura- 
geous and caring of men that he returned it 
as a subscription. The Walsall Watch com- 
mittee also awarded him a guinea. 

Later, the hospital presented him with an 
inscribed medal, which he was unable to 
wear during the war but which he always

Anti-yobs 
fencing 
stolen in 
woodland 


METAL thieves have struck at a 
Walsall beauty spot, stealing parts 
of a steel fence put up to tackle 
anti-social behaviour. 

Railings costing £13,000 were 
put up around Moorcroft Wood 
Local Nature Reserve, Moxley, to 
protect the area from youths on 
scrambler bikes, but the site, off 
Hawkswood Drive, has now been 
targeted by thieves. 

Four sections of fencing were 
taken, in all worth a total of £500. 

Darlaston South ward’s Council- 
lor Paul Bott said:“The fence was 
put in to protect wildlife in the 
woods from anti-social behaviour 
and yobs and to create a boundary 
for the wildlife. 

“We don’t want this to become an 
on-going process where the fence is 
repaired then sections are stolen 
again. The friends group for the 
site has worked hard to get Section 
106 money from other schemes to 
fund this.” 


Budget 

Walsall’s leisure chief, Council- 
lor Anthony Harris, said: “This is a 
crying shame. The fence at Moor- 
croft Wood cost us £13,000 and 
helped keep scrambler bike riders 
out of the park. 

“Stealing four panels took a lot of 
time and effort and some profes- 
sional cutting equipment, as it was 
made deliberately thicker and 
harder to cut to try and stop just 
such an incident.” 

At the moment we are scratch- 
ing our head to try and find a 
budget." 

Councillor Harris urged anyone 
with information about the theft to 
call West Midlands Police on 0345 
113 5000. 

Moorcroft Wood has been ear- 
marked to become the home of a £2 
million visitor centre. 

The new building will become 
the headquarters of the Wildlife 
Trust in the area.

Stafford magistrates were told that 
Morgan’s original gas safety training 
and registration permitted him only to 
work for a previous company, and had 
expired in 2006.

They were taken by an amateur photographer at the derelict building in April last year. Jabez Cliff & Co 
is one of the most famous names in Walsall’s industrial heritage. 
The company had operated from the plant in Lower Forster Street since 1876 before moving out two years ago. The old 
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building near Walsall’s ring road was 
gutted by fire on Monday, August 15. 
Parts of the building, including its 
pointed roof, have already been demol- 
ished on safety grounds and the rest is 
soon to follow. 

The photographer, who didn’t wish 
to be named, said she had always 
admired the landmark structure. 

“T’ve always been interested in archi- 
tecture and have always loved the 
Jabez Cliff building. 

“T remember gazing up at it when I 
was little and my parents took me to 
Morrisons.” 

“It was a fantastic building. I was 
absolutely distraught when I heard

about the fire. It really brought me to 
tears — that building was such an 
important part of Walsall and meant a 
great deal to me.” 

The cause of the blaze that destroyed 
the building may never be known says 
West Midlands Fire Service. 

Distraught 

The building is too unsafe for fire- 
fighters or investigation dogs to enter 
to find the cause, but police said the 
blaze had not been caused by arson. 

Town centre traffic was halted as 
more than 60 firefighters tackled the 


flames at the site, which is earmarked 
to become a £3 million health centre. 

Cliff Kirby-Tibbits, a retired director 
of Jabez Cliff, said he was devastated. 

“This is a sad loss for the town. That 
building has stood there since 1876.” 

Mr Kirby-Tibbits, aged 64, gives 
talks on Jabez Cliff and says there are 
believed to be more than a dozen 
ghosts haunting the old factory. 

Mike Glasson, curator of Walsall 
Leather Museum, said the former 
factory was the most important land- 
mark of the saddlery industry when 
Walsall led the world in leather goods. 

“Tt was a lovely building, 
with wooden floors, high 
ceilings and really good 
quality lighting for the 
work benches because it 
was all hand work.” 

It has always been occu- 
pied by saddle makers, 
which made huge profits 
making saddles for the mil- 
itary during the Boer War 
between 1899 and 1902.

Relief as 
new quarry 
road plan is 
submitted 


PLANS for a new access road to stop 
lorries thundering past homes in an 
Aldridge neighbourhood have been 
submitted following a 30-year battle. 

Families in Branton Hill Lane and 
Little Aston Road had complained for 
decades about the noise of lorries trav- 
elling past their homes to a nearby 
quarry. They claimed the vehicles 
were rumbling past their homes up to 
200 times a day. But plans to end the 
problem for good by creating a new 
access road were delayed by the secre- 
tary of state. 

Residents were delighted when the 
scheme, submitted by Bliss Sand & 
Gravel Ltd, was given outline plan- 
ning permission in 2009 after a plan- 
ning inquiry. 

Now an application has been submit- 
ted to Walsall Council for a new access 
road to the quarry, off Chester Road. 

Councillor Tom Ansell welcomed the 
news and said it was a step in the right 
direction for the long-suffering home- 
owners. “It’s been going on for more 
than 25 years. Residents have been 
fighting for a new entrance to this par- 
ticular quarry,” he said. 


Grateful 


“We're grateful that the Bliss organ- 
isation has now submitted those plans 
and hopefully can look forward to 
bringing some relief to the people of 
Branton Hill Lane.” 

Planning chiefs are set to consider 
the application over the coming weeks. 

There had initially been fears a new 
access road would eat into green belt 
land but a planning inspector ruled 
outline permission should be granted 
because of the “significant benefit” it 
would bring to residents. 

Areport submitted to Walsall Coun- 
cil on behalf of Bliss Sand & Gravel Ltd 
says: “The proposal provides an oppor- 
tunity to create a new vehicle access to 
connect the site directly to the primary 
road network, A452 Chester Road. 
Current HGV traffic using Branton 
Hill Lane can then be relocated to the 
proposed A452 access.” 

The planning application also seeks 
to relocate existing operations to a 
former quarried area on site. 

Nobody from the company was 
available for comment.

Traders in limbo 


on parking fees 


TRADERS say they 
are being left in limbo 
over proposals to ease 
parking fees in a Walsall 
town centre street.

in July dashed the hopes of 


traders who wanted a half- 
hour reprieve. 

Leader of the council Mike 
Bird said: “Our initial in- 
quiries show that people are 
using the machines for short 
stay. The traders are saying 
they are losing business, we 
are saying they are not.” 

He added that a full 
report would go before the 
cabinet in September.

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Use DIY skills to 
protect your home 


OU can protect your home yourself, pro- 
viding you have basic DIY skills. 


Homebase has come up with a guide that shows 
you how to help keep your home safe and secure by 
fitting an alarm, security lighting, CCTV and strong 
locks for your external doors. 

None of the tasks are particularly difficult but some 
electrical and carpentry skills are required at times. 
Remember, always use the manufacturer’s instructions 
when fitting any new security equipment. 

1. Alarms 

Before buying an alarm you need to work out what fea- 
tures are necessary for your home. Systems are either 
wired or wireless. Wired ones can be a bit tricky to install 
as you will need to run wires from each detector all the way 
back to the central control unit. 

Both types usually use a number of detectors that either 
sense movement or are triggered by breaking a magnetic 
contact i.e. when someone opens a door/window. 

Break-contact detectors protect the vulnerable entry 
points such as the back and front doors and ground floor 
windows. Work out how many you will need. 

PIR sensors are triggered by body heat and movement. 
They are good for covering large areas inside your home 
but not usually suitable for entry points as they may be set 
off by people or animals passing by. 

Place sensors so the beam does not point at a window 
or heat sources these will set them off. Check the sensors 
cover a sufficient area for the room you want to protect. 

Most control boxes need a mains power supply, with a 
back-up battery in case of power failure. Make sure the 
box is tamper proof so the alarm goes off if an intruder tries 
to interfere with it. Make sure the keypad is out of reach of 
small children. 

The alarm box should be fitted to the front of the home 
or somewhere that is obvious to passers-by. It should be 
placed high up so that it can’t be tampered with. If your 
home can also be reached from the rear, make sure you 
order a second alarm box. 

2. CCTV (closed circuit TV) 

For extra reassurance CCTV systems are easy to fit and 
do not need any special electrical connections. The 
simpler systems include one or two cameras and a con- 
troller that plugs directly into your TV via the scart socket. 

More sophisticated ones let you record pictures from 
the cameras while you are out. If you are using CCTV 


cameras in dark areas, or 
want clearer images after 
dark, outside security light- 
ing is advised. 

3. Installing 
cameras 

Make sure you place 
cameras out of reach to stop 
intruders tampering with 
them and they have a clear 
view of access areas - away 
from overhanging trees or 
bushes. 

Drill a small hole through 
your wall or window frame so 
that you can feed the cam- 
era cable inside your home. 
From inside, the extension 
cable needs to be connected 
to the camera cable. Run the 
cables back of your TV. 

Plug the power adaptor 
for the camera control box 
into a 13amp socket. The 
scart plug then goes into the 
socket on the back of your 
television. When you are all 
connected up switch your TV to the AV channel to see the 
images from your camera. Check the camera view before 
finalising installation. 

4. Security lighting 

Generally, exterior security lighting can be divided into 
two types: dusk-to-dawn lighting and PIR lighting. Dusk- 
to-dawn units come on automatically as it gets dark and 
switch off again when it gets lighter at dawn. 

PIR units are triggered by body heat, so only come on 
if someone approaches your home. These are usually the 
best option as they use less electricity and should surprise 
and scare off any potential intruder. 

5. Fitting security lights 

Put your lights at least 2.5m off the ground. For PIR 
lighting make sure you point them so that passers-by 
don’t trigger them off. Don’t put the light near your boiler’s 
flue as this can also set them off. 

Drill a hole through the wall to the inside - make sure you 
line any holes with a plastic conduit. If you want to avoid 
drilling you may be able to feed the cable through your 
window frame or fascia board.

Make sure you turn off your power supply when fitting 
lights, then connect them according to the maker’s 
instructions. Once you've connected the light it can then 
be fixed to the wall. 

If you’ve chosen PIR lighting you can set the sensitivity 
control and adjust the length of time the light stays on once 
triggered. A few minutes is usually enough to disturb any 
intruder without annoying your neighbours if it goes off 
accidentally. 

6. Best locks for secure external doors 

The best and strongest locks have a ‘kite mark’ and are 
passed to British Standard BS3621. Most household 
insurance companies insist on these and they are recom- 
mended by crime prevention officers. 

As arule, the more levers, pins or discs a lock has, the 
more difficult it is to pick. 

When possible fit two locks on your front door - both to 
BS3621 standard. A mortice deadlock and a night latch. 
To protect your back door, go for a mortice sash lock to 
BS3621, together with top and bottom mortice bolts.

VAUXHALL has a history of producing sport- 
ing cars and have competed in many forms 
of motor sport over the years, which has 
delivered some storming cars. 

The icon from my day was the original Astra GTE, one 
of the first hot hatches of the 80s. However, time waits 
for no-one and the requirements in our modern times are 
somewhat more sophisticated. 

We want high performance handling, which has to be 
comfortable for everyone, not an ironing board ride, 
engines that deliver huge amounts of horsepower but 
sip fuel like a moped, practical luggage space for a 
whole family and to cap it all we want it to be reasonably 
priced! 

In order to answer these requirements Vauxhall has 
the VXR range which is the sporting arm of the factory. 
The one | have on test is the Insignia VXR 2.8 V6 in what 
| call fire engine red but is fittingly called ‘Power Red’ in 
the catalogue. 

The shape of the Insignia will be familiar but the VXR 
has some different features. The first item to grab you is 
the wheels, which are 20-inch jobs with wide rubber 
band style low profile tyres. 

Even if you’re not interested in cars, they immediately 
signal that this is different from the rest of the range. 

The front bumper also sports some mesh grills which 
are not just there for show but help cool down the big 
brake discs and the Brembo brake calipers that are 
visible through the wheels. 

To finish off the ensemble there is a pair of tasteful 
sports exhausts sticking out of the rear bumper. Then, if 


you are under any illusion as to what this car is there are 
VXR badges everywhere. 

The VXR theme continues inside with instrument 
panels, gear lever, pedals and a three spoke steering 
wheel that is flat at the bottom all being suitably badged. 
Oh, and as you get in there are VXR alloy sill covers again 
reminding you that you are entering a different beast 
from the normal family car. 

The front seats are Recaro and are beautifully sup- 
portive in all the right places, achieving the comfort and 
firmness that enable you to tackle almost any form of 
driving. 

Other manufacturers should take note of this. Too 
many times | have driven high performance versions of 
family cars to find that the seat is designed for a race- 
track where even a wallet in the back pocket can mean 
you don’t fit in the seat. 

The Insignia VXR is fitted with Vauxhall’s latest version 
of its 2.8litre 24v Turbo V6 which produces a pleasing 
325 brake horsepower and is fitted to an excellent auto 
box which helps distribute the power to the four-wheel 
drive system. 

The sound it makes when you bury the throttle pedal 
and the way it eats up the road would scare many so- 
called sports cars. 

With 0-60 coming up in 5.9 seconds this is a serious 
performance car and the excellent four-wheel drive 


never seems to interfere but does allow the tyres to 
provide massive amounts of grip in pretty much any sit- 
uation, providing confidence in being able to use the 
power when you want and not just in the straight line on 
a dual carriageway or motorway. 

Now | have left the best bit until last - the handling. 
The previous Vectra VXR was a fearsome beast with 
huge amounts of understeer. If you drove one of those 
cars, banish its memory from your mind. 

The Insignia VXR has been tested extensively on the 
fearsome Nurburgring race track to ensure that its road 
manners are impeccable and | have to say the time the 
engineers spent there has been worth every penny. 

For a car of this size to handle the way it does with g 
surefooted nimbleness is amazing and will have 
looking for the sign that indicates the road has log 
bends. 

Sadly, this also means that you are g 
home from just about anywhere and exct

THE 2011 Frankfurt Motor Show will play host to four 
high-performance Audi S models sharing one new 
eight-cylinder engine. The new powerplant enables 
them to counterbalance outputs of up to 520PS with 
the potential for up to 29mpg. 

The new bi-turbo V8, incorporating cylinder-on-demand 
technology and a host of other advances, replaces the natu- 
rally aspirated V10 FSI engine in the all-new S6, S6 Avant and 
S8 models, and in the process improves economy by as 
much as 25 per cent. It is also at the heart of a completely 
new addition to the S quattro Series — the new S7 Sportback. 

In the S6 and S6 Avant the new 4.0-litre, twin-turbo V8 
delivers ample power with fuel economy in keeping with the 
times. It appears here in 420PS form, and provides a con- 
stant 550Nm of torque from 1,400 to 5,300rpm, enough to 
catapult the S6 from 0 to 62mph in 4.8 seconds and the S6 
Avant in 4.9 seconds, and to spur them on to an electronically 
governed top speed of 155mph. 


Performance 


The 4.0 TFSI brings Audi’s downsizing strategy to the high- 
performance class. Compared to the 5.2-litre V10, it offers 
even stronger performance while reducing fuel consumption 
by as much as 25 per cent. Average fuel consumption is 
29.1mpg in the S6 and 28.8mpg in the S6 Avant, well above 
that of the competition. 

The two new S models are fitted as standard with adaptive 
air suspension in its firmer “sport” configuration. The tautly 
tuned air suspension with variable damping lowers the body 
by 10mm, and provides for highly precise handling without 
compromising comfort. Four 19-inch cast aluminium wheels 
in a unique five parallel spoke design frame the black calipers 
of the powerful front and rear internally ventilated disc 
brakes, which can be replaced by carbon fibre-ceramic discs 
as an option. 

The Audi S7 Sportback uses the same engine as the S6 
and S6 Avant - the new 4.0 TFSI with 420PS and 550Nm of 
torque. The twin-turbo V8 accelerates the five-door coupe 
from 0 to 62mph in 4.9 seconds, and top speed is limited to 
155mph. The cultivated eight-cylinder, which uses Audi’s 
“cylinder on demand” technology under part load, achieves 
an impressive combined economy figure of 29.1mpg. 

The S7 Sportback is fitted as standard with adaptive air 
suspension sport and the Audi drive select dynamics 
system. Mounted behind the 19-inch wheels are large, inter- 
nally ventilated disc brakes front and rear. Their black 
calipers are stamped with S7 logos at the front. Carbon fibre- 
ceramic discs are available as an option. Other chassis 
options include 20-inch wheels and dynamic steering, which 
varies its ratio as a function of speed. 


Sublime 


The Audi S8 is the new head of the Audi S model family - 
alarge and luxurious saloon that can deliver sublime comfort 
or supreme excitement as required. The new 4.0-litre TFSI in 
the S8 generates no less than 520PS and delivers a constant 
650Nm of torque to the crankshaft between 1,700 and 
5,500rpm. The result is outstanding performance: the sprint 
from zero to 62mph takes just 4.2 seconds, and top speed is 
electronically capped at 155mph. 

This makes the fuel consumption of the sonorous and 
smooth twin-turbo V8 all the more amazing: It averages 
27.7mpg on the combined cycle, a considerable gain over its 
competitors, and its predecessor — the 5.2-litre V10 in the 
previous S8 posted 21.4mpg in the equivalent test. This has 
been achieved despite a 70PS increase in output. 

The new Audi S8 strikes its impressive balance between 
performance and efficiency with the combined technologies 
of the Audi modular efficiency platform, including the recu- 
peration and start-stop systems. The newly developed 
“cylinder on demand” technology also plays a very signifi- 
cant role. 

Under part load, it deactivates four of the eight cylinders 
for an efficiency gain that is particularly pronounced at mod- 
erate motorway speeds. A package of acoustic measures 
including the Active Noise Cancellation system suppresses 
possible intrusive noise and vibrations. 

The eight-speed tiptronic in the S8 unites sportiness and 
efficiency. It uses tall gears at low revs when possible, but 
downshifts quickly and comfortably when requested. The 
tiptronic delivers the power to a quattro drivetrain combining 
a self-locking centre differential with the sport differential on 
the rear axle. 

During dynamic driving, the lion’s share of the power flows 
to the outside wheel to literally push the large saloon into the 
corner. 


The S6 Avant - power and progress
